Tlio Iilej,'al Exactions. 

The acknowloilyiDont by iho Gov- 
ernment oi tlio illcgaULy ol its impoBi- 
tiou of (loiiblo ])oi'l charges ia ono stej) 
in tho right direction ; but there are 
Hovoral long £tridc8 yet to bo taken be- 
fore the public will bo natisfied ih;vt it i.s 
to bo dealt with fairly and hoiiornbly. 
Tho Islanders are loyal to the Crown 
and its ropresontativo ; but they do 
not want to see loyalty, like the 
handle to a jug, all on one biilo. 'L'ho 
people are oxpecled to do their whole 
duty to the Government J but the latter 
must not fail to do its whole dut}- by 
tho people it has been ^aUt to rule 
over. Wo do not question the riglit 
of tho Government to levy tho 2sew 
"VVostrainstor scale of port charges at 
New WoBtminstor ; and wo are awaro 
that tho Act of Union converted Van- 
couver Islauders into llriiish Cuhun^ 
biana. But wo nro n ot prcfjarod to be- 
lieve that the Aot goes so iur as to turn 
good Viotorians into very bad West- 
miniBteriaas, any more than wo are 
willing to admit that Mayor Eobson, 
of Stumptown, has a right to tuck 
us under the paternal wing of his mu- 
oioipaiity, and elbow our own Mayor 
Maodonald into the obscurity of pri~ 
Tate life. As ridicnlous as a oonfliot 
between the two Corporations would 
seemj it oould not be more absurd than 
the attempt to make New Wostrain- 
Bter port charges apply at Victoria. 
Xa the first place, tho charges form no 
part of the Customs Ordinance which 
the Union Act doolaros shall " only " 
extend to Yanooarer Island ; and in 
the second plauei the Pilotage and 
Tonnage Dues law ot British Colum- 
bia distinctly declares that its pro- 
visions Ehall apply only to the port of 
Quemsborough (New Westminster), 
This law appears in the form of a Fro- 
olamatioQ by Governor Douglas, on 
the iSth day of June, 1859, and tho 
limits of the " port of Queonsborough" 
are thus defined : 

"The port of Quconsborniin;Ii Khali 
comprise all tho waters, muutli.s and 
channels of Fi'a«er Kivcr lielween the 
deep water ol tho Gulf of Georgia and 
a lino drawn due North and South 
through tho eastern extremity ot Torr 
Island." 

Can anything bo plainer than tliin 
quotation ? Docs it not clearly show 
that tho collcclion of tho charges iii 
confined to Now Westminster, and 
that their collection at any other po:ni, 
either on iho mainland or on thin 
Island, would be illegal ? Tho Govern- 
ment having at lust been led to see 
what every schoolboy saw at lirsl,, 
has rolinquibhed all tho chaiges 
which they at first levied under the 
New Westminster rate, with the ex- 
ception of the charge of one dollar 
head money exacted from ever}- passen- 
ger arriving on board any ve^.-^el Iruin 
ports beyond tho seas. As iliis bcad-- 
taxislovied by virtue of the pnn'isions 
of tho proelamatioa from v/liich we 
have quoted, and as that |iroelanial.ion 
does not a))uly hei'e, its l ollecliori ii 
equally illegal, ami no pasieni^cr nceJ ! 
pay it. A.s a vessel is lu ld responnible ! 
that, every passenger .-jlio may land i 
shall pay tho tax, a skipper may re- | 
fuse to pay and allow the olliecrs tu 
seize his ship, in which case the 
seizure would prove a most expensive 
operation for the Colony. The Gov- 
ernor cannot oxulh.mI the law any 
moro than iho humblest subject, ; and 
an aeliuii bron-lit lur damages would 
result in favor (j1 the plaintiU'. It in 
said that the niosl admirable cliarac-, 
tcrislic of the Jirilisli ciii^liliuion is 
its elasticity, flui.'s ( iovenior Seymour 



to bo only that ho shall keep a cargo- 
book, in which ho shall oncer tho name 
of tho vessel, tho naino of tho port 
from whieli .-.hu last sailed, tho port to 
which sho is bound, tho number, de- 
scription and marks ou all packages 
on board, and the goods on board 
" liable to excise or entitled to drttw- 
baek thereof." And Section CLI. of 
tho Act reads thus : 

" All trade by sea from ono port of 
tho Uuited Kingdotri to any other 
port thereof shall bo doomed to bo ti 
COASTING TiiAiii;, and all ships while 
employed therein shall bo deemed to 
bo cuuHliiifT hbips, and no port of tlm 
United ICijojduiii, hoiri'Vir situated icilh 
regard to any other port, shall be deemed 
in law, with reference to each other, to 
tic ports beyond the seas." * * * 

No law could bo more explicit than 
the ono from which we extract the 
■ibovo. Victoria is not " beyond tho 
■icas," and, consoquontly, the trade 
she carries on with the mainland being 
a coasting ono, tho goods arc not lia- 
ble to pay duties. It is idle to urge thai 
tho interior traders will be !_,'reat suller- 
ors if j^oods from the late I'^ree i'oi't of 
Victoria are suirercd to eiiLer at iNew 
Westminstor without paying duly. 
Tliat is not tho fault of Vancouver 
island. Sho has been annextjd with 
all lior im|)crfeetions on her bead, and 
if the traders on the mainland sullei', 
lliey arc to bo pilieii, but eannoL 
(legally) be helped. Every dollar of 
duty paid at New Westminster on 
^^ijods Irom Victoria can be recovered 
by due i',roecss of law. Thosu who 
may be inclined to doubt this have 
but to reler to the recent case of iicl- 
bourne (Australia) merehanls Gov- 
ernor Darliriy. C'erlain duties, amount- 
ing to many thousand jjounds, wore 
iinposeil by the Go^-ernment, ami paid 
under protest. Suits for the recovery 
of the monies ■wero tiiod in the Su- 
premo Court of tho Colony, and do- 
eitlod in favor ol tho merchants. The 
Govornmont appealed to tho i'rivy 
Cuuneil, but the niorchants wero 
unanimously sustaincil, and the monies 
illegally col'ecteil ordered to be re- 
funded, -whieh order was o!)eyed as 
lato as -May last. Wo do not know 
who wo are to thaidc for tho extra- 
ordinary ell'orts that tho Government 
is iiutiing forth for tho collection of a 
revenuo; but wo cannot believe that 
either Govoi'nor Seymour or AlrlLamly 
havo read the Acts from which we 
have quoted. It' they have;, they would 
not alt.em|)t to ciifbreo the payment of 
charges that common sonso ought to 
teach them arc illegal. The (rovernor 
possesses o.vlraordintiry powers ; but 
ho tloes not possess tho power to tram- 
ple upon all law, precedent and con- 
stitutional privilege, and to give the 
peojilo such law as ho may think tliey 
ro(]uii-o or deserve. No J:iill ot In- 
demnity ptissud by the (Council \\-ould 
over excuse such lii:fh-haiideil proceed- 
ings or roliove the perpetrator from 
the legal consequences of bis acts.

New Mode of Cobrecting CoMr.ip,3 Va- 
BiATioNS— Few thiogs, justly romatka the 
Mining Journal, are more annoying to tho 
mariner than Iho compass voriations which, 
especially in ihe navigation of-^iron'ships, ho 
has 10 provide against. An e.iilromcly sim- 
ple and ingenious mode of ascerlainiiig ihe 
deviation has, liowi. vor, bi>eii devlseu by a 
naval eorainaiuler connected with llie Naval 
Acailcmy at Annapolis, Maryland, U.S., 
which will remove all dilliculty in the matter. 
Il ia proposed to take an ordinary computia 
card, and erect upon its centre a fine copper 
wiro, from four to bI.x or eight iuchcs iu 
height, and perpendicular to its plane. At 
tbe moment of the sun's meridian passage, as 
iodioattid by the noon obsorvation lor lati- 
tude, note the direction of tho shadow cast by 
iho wire on tbe campasa card. The angle 
contained hcttveen this direction and that of 
tho north anil south line of the card will 
give the variation and local attraction com- 
bined. Small errors are involved in this 
metiiod, but tho approximation ia close 
onongh for the pur[)oso for wdiich it is i;;.- 
tendiul. A.s there would, o' course, be no 
dilfieully ill making llii.s wire a permanent 
ii.Miiie lo the card, it v.'ill be obvious that 
Ibis urraugutneut would ouublo the deviation 
of tho Gompane to be daily tested.

— Tho discovery of tho remains 
ol u Moa is recorded as follows by the Ncl- 
son Colonist :—" From Okarita, tho most 
southern of tho new gold diggings' settlement 
ua tho West Coast, it is reported that a 
miner bus dhcovercd the skull and other 
parts ol the booes of a Moa al a spot near 
Cook's River, lie brought tho skull to Ok- 
arita. The ikoll itself measured quite two 
feet In circumference, with proportionate 
breadth, and when Ihe portion ol the be.ik 
was aiiixed in die sockets, Iroiii ivhieii 
clearly it had come, the length Iruin the baek 
of the ekull to the extremity was about 
tweuty inches. Tho bone was light, but had 
not been exposed for a very long puriod, in- 
asmuch as eome of ihu gelatinous portion 
could be perceived, and the [icrloct dryness 
indioalivo of a very protracted e.xpo.iurc did 
not exist."
